The prior art of record considered individually or in combination, fails to fairly show 
or suggest wherein the conditional access encryption system utilizes the fixed default 
encryption information to provide encryption to the certain categories of audio/video 
content that are always to be encrypted during times when the communication failure 
prohibits communication of live encryption keys to the conditional access encryption 
system in addition to the other limitations in the specific manner as recited in claims 1, 
9, 16, 23, 29, 35, 41,47, 52. 

Claims 2 - 4, 6 - 8 are allowed due to allowed base claim 1. 
Claims 10, 11,13- 15 are allowed due to allowed base claim 9. 
Claims 17 - 19, 21, 22 are allowed due to allowed base claim 16. 
Claims 24 - 26, 28 are allowed due to allowed base claim 23. 
Claims 30 - 32, 34 are allowed due to allowed base claim 29. 
Claims 36 - 38, 40 are allowed due to allowed base claim 35. 
Claims 42 - 44, 46 are allowed due to allowed base claim 41. 
Claims 48, 49, 51 are allowed due to allowed base claim 47. 
Claims 53 - 55, 57 are allowed due to allowed base claim 52.
